good will of a foreign Power—a state of affairs 
that will rob the Tine of all strategical and 
much commercial value, forthe transit of troops 
will be impossible, and the transit of traffic will 
almost certainly be handicapped by having to’ 
submit toa toll.” He proceeds :— ae 

“The possession of Cyprus was from the frst 
of somewhat doubtful value to us, although 
prior to our occupation of Egyont it did at least 
give us what we had not got otlierwisk—=a posi- 
tion near the Suez Canal.” Our sway in Egypt 
alters the situation, and it is urged that Cyprus 
is now useless to us, “Toturn to the other 
-side of the question, we find in German East 
Africa a colony which is of no vital importance 
, to the mother country, (oo thinly populated 
for great remunerative trade, too tropi- 
cal in all but the uplands for extensive 
colonisation, shut in on every side by foreign 
territory, and separated by thousands of miles 
of sea from its sister colonies and Germany’ 
herself. To us, however, it has a peculiar 
value by reason of its. geographical situation!” 
On the other hand, to Germany Cyprus “would 
‘ba..a-real acquisition, both asa support ‘to 
her dspirations in the Near East, and a-half-. 
way station on the long line of communica- 
tion with her possessions in the Far East. 
{no the event of. her aver having to 
defend her zene in Asia Minor by force of 
arms it would prove of the greatest value to 
her as a base of operations, and her occupation 
of the island ‘cauld do us no harm, rather the 
reverse,’ Her appearance an the scene as a 
Power with interests in the Mediterranean 
would fortify ‘and support us in rovisting French 
and Russian aggression in those regions. - At
